foot pool of water near the Eagle cop 
per mines at Charmian on Monday and 
was drowned, 
his body 
tieing found 
about an bour afterward. 


Mr. Peters had come to this county 
from Baltimore several years ago and 
secured 
employment 
at 
the copper 
mines in 
the 
western 
end 
of the 
county. 
He worked 
there 
for * one 
time hut was finally thrown out of em 
ployment when general operuti* tis at 
that place ceased and he was told by 
Hujierintendent 
Hrown 
to get work 
elsewhere. 
Mr. 
Peters. 
however, 
would not leave and bad no 
means of 
supporting his family, 
consisting of 
bis wife and five children, the young 
est of which is row eight we**k* old
